A test case regarding the street. selling of 
newspapers resulted, at Bognor Regis, Sussex, 
yesterday, in a decision that the Urban 
Council had exceeded its powers, and that 
the by-law was ultra vires and unreasonable. 

Summonses against two London men, who 
had been sent to Bognor to sell the papers, 
were dismissed. The Bench agreed to state a 
case for a higher court. 

Mr, Tudor Rees, defending, explained that 
when the order was made by the Council in 
May, prohibiting street selling~ in certain 
streets, the Newspaper Proprietors’. Associa- 
tion negotiated with the Council, and when 
negotiations broke down they decided to 
bring a test case. 

Photographs were produced by the defence 
of fishermen selling prawns and lobsters. on ! 
the Esplanade, which was in a prohibited 
area. 

Inspector Duncan said that there had been 
complaints from shopkeepers. One newsagent 
complained of the noise of people congregat- 
ing round a newspaper seller outside his 
shop. There also had been complaints against 
ice cream merchants, cheapjacks, and people 
taking photographs. Most of the hawkers 
came from other towns, and it was unfair to 
shopkeepers, who were heavily rated. 

Mr. Rees submitted that it was tnreason- 
able and tyrannical and a gross and inde- 
fensible restraint of trade. It inconvenienced 
the public and inyaded private rights.

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Recipes for Autumn Fruit 


BLACKBERRIES IN SEASON 


A FORTNIGHT ago I wrote of the nip 
of autumn and red flowers heralding 
the season’s approach—-none the Jess, only 
a. week ago, the sight, of blackberry pickers 
along the roads near Dundrum took me a 
little by surprise. My first thought was 
that I would not choose to pick fruit by 
the highway dust-covered as it usually is. 
But, after all, dust can be washed off. 
and there was reason for the :pickers’ 
choice of pitch. The reason, of course, is 
that roadside hedges are usually clipped, 
and the clipper, without designing to do 
so, performs for the wild ‘ bramble‘ the 
runing necessary to produce fresh shoots 
aring juicy fruit. 

Everyone knows that the old canes are 
cut out of raspberry bushes and Jogan- 
berries, but not everyone, applies the 
knowledge in the matter.of blackberrying. 
The tip is to avoid great “mounds of 
brambles and over-grown hedges.  un- 
acquainted with the shears... You. may find 
lot of fruit. there, but it will be mhiall, 
flavourless. and ‘full of ‘seeds. New wood 
gives a “ looser,’’ múch more juicy fruit.

CRAB -APPLE CHEESE 


This can be made from the pulp left 
over from crab-apple jelly, or from the 
Blackberry Jam recipe given above if you 
used crabs.

4lb. white sugar to each 1]b. Boil sugar 
and pulp together for 10 minutes, stirring 
carefully, Then pour into hot jars, and 
cover when cold. This cheese, besides 
being excellent as a preserve, is delicious 
with duck or pork. 


AN OLD RECIPE 


And, to conclude the list of cheeses. 
here is an old-fashioned recipe for Black 
Currant Cheese. Whether using the 
whole, skins and pulp, or pulp only, bake 
or boil in a stone jar till perfectly tender 
and juice running freely. Measure into 
preserving pan or enamelled saucepan, 
boil briskly till the liquid evaporates and 
the fruit is dry ; add powdered loaf sugar, 
half-pound to one quart of pulp as 
measured into pan. Stir well, boil till it 
candies to side of pan; pour into shallow 
vessels (shallow dishes, jars or saucers). 
In a day or two turn the cheeses down on 
a clean, dry shelf. 

Finally, here are recipes for two jellies: 

Crab Apple Jelly requires 6lb. crabs, 
ó pints. water, sugar, a few cloves or 
some bruised root ginger. 

Wash the crabs and cut in half without 
peeling or coring. Add the water and 
cloves (or ginger) and simmer till tender. 
Stir and mash the contents of the pan from 
time to time. When ‘the fruit is well 
cooked strain it through a scalded jelly 
bag (butter muslin, doubled and tied to 
the legs of an upturned chair will do). 
Weigh the extract and add an equal weight 
of sugar—then stir till it boils and test for 
jellying. 

For Elderberry Jelly take 34]b. berries, 
picked from the stems and washed ; 1lb. 
each of apples, damsons and blackberries, 
1 small teaspoon..of cloyes, 1 teaspoon of 
allspice, a pinch of ground cinnamon, and 
2 or 3 pieces of root ginger. 

The apples must be cut—then put all 
the fruit and spices into a pan, devine 
4 pint of water to every lib. of fruit. Let 
it boil till soft enough for straining. When 
strained measure the juice, and allow 11b. 
granulated sugar to every pint. Let the 
juice get hot, add the sugar, and boil till 
it thickens. Then draw it off and let it 
simmer for a few minutes before putting 
up in warm pots. Tie down when cold.

THE CAPTAIN 


Mr. McKinty said that Captain Gunn had 
held) a master’s certificate for several years, 
aiid |he had bean in the employment of the 
owners of the Runa for fifteen years. That 
was| the first time that he had been 
summoned for that or any other offence under 
the Board of Trade regulations. The Runa 
was a comparatively new ship, being only five 
vears old. Her carrying capacity, including 
bunkers, was 2,769 tons, a mean draught of 
17 feet 4 inches, which was the proper draught 
for joading on this occasion. The Runa, it 
trangpired, had a considerable list to the star- 
board. This made it difficult to ascertain the 
mean draught of the vessel. 

The chief officer, acting on the instructions 
of the captain, said that the Runa was over- 
oaded, and then he thought it was due to 
water in the after-peak and the donkey boiler. 
He kRecordingly ordered this to be pumped 
out,| but he afterwards found that this had 
not been done. 


NOTHING TO GAIN 


The owners looked to the captain to carry 
out the regulations, and in this case the profit 
to them would have been only about £7, but 
owihg to the removal of the excessive amount 
of cargo they had been put to an outlay ol 
£33! and there was also the missing of a tide, 
which meant an additional loss. The captain 
would have made nothing as the result of the 
overloading. He might, however, point out 
that] when the coal had been removed the Runa 
was| 50 or 60 tons short of. her dead-weight 
carrying capacity according to the displace- 
The offence alleged was merely 
a technical one. 

Mir. Jones, R.M., said that the case was an 
important one. The Court would not, how- 
even, impose the full penalty. The fine 
would be £25, with the amount of the profit 
as stated, and £1 costs.

DRUNKENNESS 


TRIBUTE TO BORSTAL ©

URING last year 2,764 ns on 
D conviction. were committed to prison, 
says the Mimister for Justice's Report 
on Prisons for 1934. The total. daily 


average population of the ordinary and con- 
vict prisons during 1954 was 588, an increase 
of over the figures of the previous year, 
There were 409 male ordinary prisoners, and 
73 females; 100 male convicts, and six 
female convicts, The daily average number 
of mmmates in the Borstal Institution was 44 
in 1934, as compared with 52 in 1933. The 
total number of committals of prisoners was 
4,603 last year, an increase of as com- 
ared with the committals made in 1933. 
ersons sentenced to terms of imprisonment 
by the Constitution (Special Powers) Tri- 
bunal, and detained under the control of 
the Department of Defence, are not included 
in the figures above. 


PENAL SERVITUDE 


Sentences to penal servitude were imposed 
in 1934 as follows :—Five persons sentenced 
to from six to ten years’ penal servitude; 37 
persons to periods of three to five years. 


1,473 persons were sentenced to ordinary im-_ 


prisonment for periods of four weeks and 
under six months, and 314 persons for 
periods ranging from six months to two years. 
632 persons were sentenced to imprisonment 
for periods under four weeks. 

sentences, 1,510 were imposed without the 
option of a fine, 912 were in default of a 
fine, 120 in default of sureties, and 168 were 
for contempt of court, or for debtor cases. 

The seport states that “the decline in 
recent I” in the proportion of sentences 
imposed m default of paymént of fines 
continues to be well marked.” In 1934 
the proportion of such sentences was 33 per 
eent., and the annual returns show a gradual 
decline from 44 per cent in 1930. 

Of 1,745 male prisoners committed to prison 
on conviction 834, or per cent., had not 
been previously in prison under sentence; 521, 
or SO per cent., had served from one to five 
previous sentences, and 390, or 22 per cent., 
had served more than five previous sentences. 

Of 712 female prisoners only 82 had not 
been previously committed cn conviction; 106 
had served from one to five previous sentences, 
and 550, or 74 per cent., had been committed 
on more than five previous occasions under 
sentence. ‘‘ This position is the result of the 
repeated committal under short sentences for 
drunkenness, soliciting, larceny, etc., of a 
number of women on whom imprisonment has 
little deterrent effect, and who rarely respond 
to reformatory influences,” says the report. 


AGES OF CONVICTED 
PERSONS 


In 1934 eighteen persons of 70 years of aire 
and over were convicted and sent to prison ; 
eleven were females and seven males; 118 
persons over 60 years of age, 38 females and 
8) males, were convicted; 267 males and 19 
females over 16 years of age and under 21 
years were convicted and sentenced to prison, 
and 4 males under 16 years of age—an in- 
crease of 53 as compared with 1933. There 
were 439 offences against the person, 237 
against property with violence, 527 against 
property without violence, and 15 of forgery 
and offences against the currency. Of 1,246 
other offences the largest number was for 
drunkenness. In 1930 there were 618 sentences 
for this offence, and the figures have declined 
gradually. to 454 in 1934. 


CONDUCT IN JAIL 


The Minister for Justice states that the 
conduct of prisoners in jail was satisfactory, 


less than one per cent. having in- 
curred punishment. One prisoner made 
an ineffectual attempt to escape. and one 


male prisoner committed suicide by means of | 


strangulation. One woman prisoner, suffering 
from chronic pulmonary disease, died of 
cardiac failure. Six prisotiers were released 
on medical grounds and twenty-seven were 
removed to mental hospitals. The report 
states that “many prisoners prior to com- 
mittal had never been in any employment.” 
It was possible to utilise fully the labour of 
those committed, and there had been no 
dearth of suitabie work. At Portlaoighise 
Prison a disused wing was converted into 
stores, and at Clonmel Borstal Institution 
electric light was installed by prison labour. 

Only twelve persons were committed to the 
Borstal Institution in 1934, while 267 male 
persons between 16 and 21 years of age were 
committed to prison, showing an increase of 
22 per cent. This number is ais than that 
in any of the past five years, and the Minister 
remarks that “there appears to be some 
reason for thirking that greater advantage 
might be taken by the Courts of the means 
afforded by the Borstal system for the 
reformation of young offenders.” Mr. 
Ruttledge expresses his appreciation of the 
‘‘important work of the visiting committees 
in assisting in the prison administration,” 
and states that their helpful co-operation was 
well maintained last year. He also acknow- 
ledges the charitable work voluntarily carried 
out by the members of Discharged Prisoners’ 
Aid Societies, 


BORSTAL ENSTITUTION 


With regard to the Minister's suggestion 
that greater use might be made of the 
Borstal system, an appendix to the report 
shows that in an average eight years, from 
1924 to 1931, it has been ascertained that 
about 84 per” cent. “of the inmates of the 
Borstal Institution are known ''to have gone 
on well during the three years following their 
discharge. An important portion of the 
system is the after-care of inmates, which is 
supervised by ther Borstal, Association, a volun- 
tary body of gentlemen,” who endeavour to 
obtain employment for ex-inmates, and 
despite many difficulties have, on the whole, 
been very successful, 

The report also includes an appendix com- 
prising extracts from annual reports of visit- 
ing committees, who report on the conditions 
in Mountjoy, Portlaoighise, Cork, Limerick, 
Sligo, Galway nad Waterford prisons. These 
reports are of a very satisfactory character. 
Of the Borstal Institution, the visiting com- 
mittee says:—The conduct of the inmates was 
excellent, only two committing offences durmg 
the whole year. The after-history of immates 
shows that 86.02 per cent: are doing well. 
This is the second highest percentage for the 
past ten years. The committee consider that 
the facts are a high tribute to the value of 
the Borstal system as administered in Saor- 
stat Eireann. It is remarked that the number 
of committals to the institution continue to 
show a decrease. The committee concinde 
that the interest which the staff take in the 


boys and their education has helped to a 


great degree in the reformation of the 
inmates.

BELFAST, Thursday. 


Captain A. W. Phillips and several 
officials of the Royal Automobile Club who 
are now in Belfast for the Ulster Tourist 
Trophy Race, are of the opinion that the 
course this year will be even better than 
it has been on Any of the seven former

Unfortunately, from one point of view, a 
large number of houses are being built in 
the vicinity of the course at Comber, Dun- 
donald and Newtownards, and in a few 
years the course may be in a “ built up 
area.” If this should happen those who 
desire to continue the T. ‘T. Race in Ulster 
may have to select a new course. 

The R.A.C. are making arrangements 
to overcome any danger that might arise 
from excessive wear of tyres during the 
race on Saturday week. Extra marshals 
are to be on duty at Dundonald Corner 
for the purpose of informing drivers by 
signal if any wear that may prove 
dangerous is apparent in their tyres. 
Captain Phillips informed me to-day that 
it will be the duty of, these marshals to 
look out for the appearance of the white 
breaker. strip on the tyres. This means 
that the thread of the tyre has worn off. 
When the strip appears the zone marshal 
will report by telephone to the control box 
at the grand stand. The marshals will 
then be instructed to display the number 
of the car and a large “T” (indicating 
tyres), so that the driver, when he comes 
round again, will be warned, and can stop 
at the pits and have the worn tyre 
changed, '

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Fire ! 


Within the past fortnight the people of 
Dublin have been the prey of a vague 
uneasiness. It first crept upon them when 
two fires occurred within the space of 
twenty-four hours, causing damage to the 
extent of many thousands of pounds; it 
became more insistent when a third 
calamitous fire was responsible for the 
loss of two lives. There have been other 
fires since then, on a comparatively smal! 


scale, and the people’s uneasiness has not 
been allayed. Two questions have been 
constantly on their lips. One is: How 
does it happen that Dublin, having been 
virtually immune from fires for many years, 
is afflicted by so many within so short a 
time? The answer, as a Special Corre- 
spondent observes to-day, may be simply 
that such is the way of fires. Still more 
disturbing is the second question: Has 
the Fire Brigade been handicapped to any 
degree in the fighting of these fires? A 
rumour has been current that the water 
suppli¢és in the neighbourhood were in- 
adequate; but it does not seem to be 
grounded on fact. There is somewhat 
better evidence, as it appears, for the 
belief that the firemen have been handi- 
capped by other deficiencies. According 
to our correspondent, who bases his state-

Ice Patrol 


the bugle thrills on the dawn-lit air and 


move through misty waters, signals are 
flashed from mountain to plain, patrols 
gallop, regiments march. The mutilation 
of men, the possession of the mind by 
savage hate, the years of bereavement and 
misery that follow, are not seen by eyes 
that feast upon the pageantry of battle’s 
eve. Doubtless, some wars are necessary 
and honourable; but the glamour which 
disguises truth accounts for many that 
are not necessary, and not creditable. The 
world would gain if generous young minds 
were taught that peace hath her victories 
not less romantic than war's; that there 
are tasks enough in. the bloodless service 
of humanity to exercise the highest 
courage, endurance and enterprise. How 
gallant, for example, is the work of the 
Ice Patro], which was instituted exactly 
twenty years ago! An account of this fine 
international service is given in Com- 
mander King-Hall’s magazine, Mine. In 
1912, the world’s largest, proudest 
passenger vessel, the Titanic, ran on a 
drifting island of ice in the North 
Atlantic, and perished—the shock of that 
famous event still is fresh in many minds. 
A world at peace learnt that it had not 
subdued the forces of Nature, and that 
its haughtiest works still were at the 
mercy of a chance upon the waters. The 
leading maritime nations conferred and 
decided to entrust the United States Navy 
with the establishment of a watch for 
dangerous masses of floating ice. In 1915 
the proposal took the form of that Ice 
Patrol which has been at work ever since 
with such suecess that never again has a 
ship been lost through collision with an 
iceberg. The Patrol began by scouring 
the ocean with a few fast vessels, laden 
with the explosive known as “ T.N.T.” 
When icebergs were discovered moving 
down towards the trade routes charges of 
explosive were deposited in crevices an‘l 
detonated. Ice, however, was found to 
resist blasting charges that would 
demolish a mountain. Bombardment with 
guns also was attempted. Many floes 
weigh over a million toms, and it was 
found that these great menaces to 


shipping could defy artillery, Baffled thus 


in the destruction of icebergs by ex- 
plosives the Patrol turned to other 
measures. Its records proved that the 
movements of floes, once they reach the 
open waters Where the main shipping 
routes lie, follow no regular or calculable 
course. Accordingly, ships of the Ice 


Patrol now seek out the dangerous masses, 


drift beside them wherever the sport ol 


ocean currents dictates, and maintain, 
meanwhile, rapid series of wireless signals 
by which vessels in all neighbouring waters 


are warned. Ships on the high seas which 
detect, by the fall of temperature, the 
““wireless ” their 
iníormation to the Patrol, and take 
counsel with the traffic officers of the ocean 
as to the safest course to steer. The main 
credit for this splendid system is assigned 
to Hagbard Ekerold, a Norwegian 


engineer, who set up a laboratory on a 


sub-Arctic island, made hydrographica] 
surveys through long winters, maintained 


a small private patrol, and “ wirelessed ”’ 
his forecasts to the United States Govern- 
ment—thus proving the feasibility of the 
grander undertaking. Only the most 
highly-skilled and courageous seamen are 
accepte! for the Ice Patrol. Are not

| FATAL INJURY 


The Queen appears to have died either 
nstantly’ or shortly after the crash from 
the effects of a fractured skull. According 
to one account she was able to receive the 
last Sacrament, but this is not confirmed. 

The driver of a passing car immediately 
telephoned for help, and a gendarme was 
quickly on the spot, followed by an 
ambulance and the local. authorities. The 
injured King and the body of the Queen 
were taken back to their villa.

PROCLAMATION OF THE 


CABINET 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
BRUSSELS, Thursday. 


The Belgian Prime Minister, M. van 
Zeeland, after presiding over a special 
meeting of the Cabinet, which drew up a 
Futa on the death of Queen Astrid, 
eft at 3 p.m. by special 'plane for Lucerne. 
There the Minister conveyed the “ con- 
dolences of the Government to the King, 
and returned with His Majesty by special 
train to-night. 

A special train left Brussels for Arlon 
to meet the train conveying the King and 
the body of the Queen back to Belgium. 


“ CONSTERNATION ” 


The proclamation drawn up by the 
Cabinet was as follows :— 

“ Still under the shock of the tragic 
death of King Albert, Belgium, weeps to- 
day for a Queen whose youth, grace and 
kindness had conquered her people. The 
whole country is in consternation. It 
shares the immense sorrow of the King. It 
gathers faithfully around him. It bows 
with deep-felt tenderness over the Royal 


i Princes who have a mother no longer.” . 


The proclamation was oe by all the 
Ministers present at the Cabinet meeting. 

The Cabinet met at 2.30 p.m. to hear the 
announcement of the Queen’s death. Six 
of the Ministers were absent, being away 
on holiday. Another Cabinet meeting will 
be held at 11 a.m. to-morrow. 

At the Belgian Foreign Office through- 
out the afternoon Ambassadors, Ministers 


_and other members of the Diplomatic 


Corps called to offer to the Belgian Govern- 
ment the condolences of their own 
Governments. 

A register has been opened at the Royal 
Palace, and large crowds lined up to sign 
their names as a token of sympathy with 
the King. The first person to sign the book 
was the French Chargé d’Affarres. Flags 
are at. half-mast on all public buildings 
and are tied with crepe. 


AT THE EXHIBITION 


The announcement of the tragic news by 
the Belgian Broadcasting Station created 
a sensation at the International Exhibition 
here, the grounds of which were thronged 
with visitors. The announcer said: ‘‘ In 
view of the terrible news that Belgium has 
just received, all flags will be flown at half- 
mast, all music will cease, and the amuse | 
ment park will close, All manifestations 
arranged for ‘to-day will be counter- 
manded. In the old Brussels section all 
costume processions are cancelled.’’ 

Later the Exhibition Executive Com- 
mittee announced that all the national 

avilions were closed for the day. The 

lgian Government Pavilion will cemain 
closed until after the funeral, but the 
other pavilions, including the Belgian 
economic section, will re-open. 

The women of Belgium remember Queen 
Astrid particularly as an ideal mother and 
for her loving care of hier children. She 
was simple and very natural in manners, 
and won the people’s hearts directly. 

A very brief announcement was made 
over the Belgian wireless, which said:— 
“ There has been a serious accident to the 
Royal Family. The Queen is dead.” It 
was only later that further details were 


given. 
The Stock Exchange was closed here as 
a sign of national mourning. 


BUSINESS AT STANDSTILL 


King Leopold and Queen Astrid had 
just returned from their holiday in the 

lomite Alps, but their sudden and un- 
announced departure caused no surprise, 
as they were in the habit of slipping 
quietly out of the capital for a few days’ 
visit to southern countries. 

Within a little over an hour the news 
had been carried all over Belgium. Tele- 
phone inquiries to small outlying villages 
showed that even in the remotest places

NEWS BROKEN TO QUEEN)

News of the death of the Queen of the 
Belgians has been communicated to 
Princess Marie Jose, King LTeopold’s 
sister, and with every caution to the Queen 
Mother. 

They were -informed by an officer who 
went from the Royal Palace here to their 
summer residence. On learning the news 
they retired to their apartments. 

The evening papers here have now been 
given permission to publish news of the 
tragedy, and the public is deeply affected. 

The train bearing Princess Marie and 
the Queen Mother to Brussels left here at 
8 o'clock to-night. The two ladies wore 
mourning. The Belgian Queen Mother 
was accompanied by her Belgian physician. 

On the way the party will be joined by 
the Prince and Princess of San Caldano, 
respectively Attaché and Lady-in-Waiting 
to Princess Marie. 

King Leopold himself telephoned the 
news to the Royal Palace in Naples. He 
told Princess Marie of the tragedy, and 
assured her of his fairly good condition. 
He begged her to take every care in telling 
the Queen Mother. 

FUNERAL TRAIN LEAVES 

LUCERNE 

The body of the dead Queen of the 
Belgians left Lucerne for Brussels by the 
10.15 train last night. The coffin was 
placed in a special van in a siding, and it 
was there, too, that the King entered his 
private sleeping car in order to avoid the 
large number of sightseers, many of them 
English tourists, who had gathered in the 
station. 

With the body travelled the Prime 
Minister of Belgium, various Court 
officials, and a guard of honour of Swiss 
Army cfficers, who will accompany the

A railway official who saw the King

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HREE men—one of whom was armed 
with a revolver—made an abortive 
attempt to rob a relieving officer, Mr. 
George Farrelly,.a few yards from a main 
street in Dublin yesterday. 

Mr. Farrelly was returning to the dis- 
pensary in Grand Canal street from the 
Dame street Branch of the Munster and 
Leinster Bank, Ltd., where he had cashed 
a cheque for over £200 for the payment of 
home assistance to persons in the Grand 
Canal street district when he was attacked. 


FOILED BY WOMEN 


He left a tramcar in Mount street and 
turned down towards Grand Canal street ; 
but, as he came to a narrow turning near 
his office (Love lane), three men, one 
wheeling a bicycle, stepped out in front of 
him. Two of the men seized him, while 
the third tried to snatch Mr. Farrelly’s 
bag, which contained the relief money in 
notes and silver. 

The relieving officer fought the men as 
well as he could, even when one of them 
drew a revolver and another struck him on 
the face, breaking his glasses and inflicting 
a small cut on his head.

REVOLVER. FOUND 


The attackers, one of whom was still 
trying to wrest the bag from Mr. Farrelly’s 
grasp, became alarmed, and ran off—one 
through Love lane and the others along 
Graud Canal street in the direction of 
Pearse street. 

A short time afterwards a boy picked up 
a revolver in the street near the scene of 
the hold-up. This was handed over to the 
Civic Guards, and was found to be loaded 
in four chambers. 

My. Farrelly returned to his office, and 
during the afternoon paid out the money 
which his attackers had tried to steal. Mr. 
Farrelly, who lives at the Iveagh houses, 
Crumlin road, Dublin, has been in the 
service of the Dublin Board of Assistance 
for six or seven years, and has been a 
relieving officer’ since January, 1930, He is 
a married man, about thirty-two years of 
age.

The Times, in the course of a leading 
article to-day, says:—The full statement 
issued from Bolzano in the early hours of 
yesterday morning does nothing to advance 
the cause of peace—no one expected that 
it would—but it does something to clarify 
the situation which will confront the 
League Council next week. Signor Musso- 
lini is out for blood. He means to have a 
war. It would. hardly be unfair to say 
that he would be disappointed now if he 
were to achieve his designs on Abyssinia 
without a war. But he is prepared at last 
to present his case at Geneva, so that the 
whole world may appreciate it in all its 
crude reality. So far, at all events, he 
will conform with the procedure of the 
League of Nations, which will then, for 
the first time, have the proper occasion 
and the duty to decide between the Italian 
and the Abyssinian claims. 

That is the first, and it is an important, 
stage in the peaceful solution of any inter- 
national quarrel; but it is impossible, of 
course, to hope that it will be carried 
much further, in the light of the Duce’s 
subsequent denunciation of the use of 
sanctions against the aggressor, which is 
the next stage imposed by the League 
Covenant. He can have little faith in the 
strength of his case if he thus assumes in 
advance that it will inevitably be rejected, 
and no other nation need be deterred from 
fulfilling its plain obligations by the news 
that Italy has taken steps in advance to 
meet the disadvantages of sanctions of a 
bellicose character, If the question of such 
sanctions arises, and they are found on 
examination to be practical, then they will 
be imposed by the League collectively, not 
by the decision of any one country, thou 
some one country must clearly take the 
lead in proposing them.

Bb ae gravity of the Italo-Ethiopian 
situation, following upon the issue 
of the decisions of the Italian Government 
at Bolzano, was the subject of comment 
in French, German and Italian newspapers 
yesterday. : 

Here are the latest messages from the 
various capitals :— 

The leading article in the Tribuna 
(Rome) commends the Bolzano com- 
muniqué, calling it a document of 
sincerity and strength. It outlines the 
chief point as that of Italy’s right to 
control and occupy Abyssinia, “ as has 
been done by every other Power in the 
quest of territory belonging to barbaric or 
little civilised people.”’ 

In regard to relations with Great 
Britain, the Tribuna says:—‘‘ The come 
munéqué declares, for the comfort of those 
English fanatic pacifists and those English. 
super-imperialists who during the present 
contingency form a peculiar union, that 
Italy’s policy does not threaten, di 
or indirectly, English interests.” In re- 
gard to the League, it says that the 
communiqué frankly and clearly states 
what are the actual limits within which 
the League ean solve the problem. . 

“ The League of Nations,’’ the article 
adds, “ is facing an alternative either to 
admit the Colonial character of the con- 
flict and recognise Italy’s rights, or to im- 
pose deliberate sanctions against Italy and 
force her to defend her honour against 
anyone who might dare to put into force 
the League’s rash and unjust verdi 


conflict into a European conflict, and un- 
just because in the case of Japan and 
Germany the League refrained from in- 
terfering. Why, then, show a special em- 
bitterment towards Italy? ”’ 


GERMAN VIEWS 


The political decisions of the “' First 
Italian War Council ” at Bolzano show, 
according to the Germnun Press, Italy's 
determination to attain her object with or 
without the consent of the League of 
Nations or Great Britain, and even 
against both. 

“ Haly has already put herself in a 
state of defence,’’ remarks the Deutsche 
Allgemeine Zeitung (Berlin). “ Her new 
economic laws, however, cannot surprise 
us, in view of Italy’s tense financial situa- 
tion and her armaments against Abys- 
sinia.’’ 

The Boersen Zeitung finds the Italian 
economic laws interesting, because ‘‘ Fascist 
Italy has taken Nazi measures as an 
example for some of her new laws.” 

The gravity of the French official view 
of the Italo-Abyssinian situation, follow- 
ing the communiqué issued after the 
Italian Cabinet meeting at Bolzano, is 
echoed by the two premier evening 
journals. 

The Journal des Débats says: ‘‘ The 
Bolzano decisions do not seem to have 
improved the diplomatic situation; the 
détente which some thought they discerned 
has not been confirmed.” 

Le Temps says: “The Rome Govern- 
ment’s determination to forge ahead, what- 
ever the League Council’s decisions may 
be, could not be more clearly affirmed. It 
is not precisely calculated to facilitate a 
compromise to prevent armed  Italo- 
Ethiopian conflict.’’ 


MUSSOLINI’S COMMUNIQUE

SUGGESTED PUBLIC - 
INQUIRY

Fon many years Dublin experienced a 
remarkable immunity’ from -serieus 
outbreaks of fire. Within the past few 
months, and more particularly during 
recent weeks, that experience has beer 
sharply reversed, and the crescendo of 
destructive outbreaks has been so pro- 
nounced as to cause serious coneern to 
insurance corporations and- magenaxitcrs, 
and even to give colour to the suggestion 
that some malign influence may have been 
at work, ee 

In the absence of some. clear evidence 
that suggestion may, however, be ‘rejected, 
and the recent epidemic attributed to “ the 
long arm of coincidence ’’—a phenomenon 
with which insurance companies are not 
unfamiliar. 


GOOD LUCK AND OVER- 
CONFIDENCE 


But in fire-fighting circles, as in other 
human affairs, long runs of good luck tend 
to breed over-confidence, to slacken 
vigilance, and seem to warrant, curtail- 
ments of expenditure which would not 
accompany a lively realisation of risk and 
danger. From. careful inquiries made in 
insurance and municipal circles there are 
good grounds for the belief that Dublin’s 
long run of comparatively good fortune 
has led to some such false sense of security 
and slackening of vigilance, both on the 
part of property owners and of the munici- 
pality. 

As such slackness and failure to pro- 
vide for the quick discoveny and efficient 
extinction of outbreaks involve serious 
risks of life, and the certain increase of 
Insurance rates, it becomes necessary in a 
scientific spirit to examine some of many 
allegations and suggestions which have 
appeared in connection with the present 
epidemic. 


WATER SUPPLIES 


The most generally accepted suspicion— 
based largely on hurried statements made 
by Fire Brigade officials—is that the 
general water shortage, coupled with 
supply conduits which are too smal! or 
are seriously obstructed by internal corro- 
sion, have tended to defeat the best 
directed operations of heroic fire-fighters 
and efficient machinery. 

That such defects exist in many parts 
of the city and suburbs is generally ad- 
mitted, and that pressures adequate for 
fire-fighting operations in certain high- 
lying areas of the northern city can only 
follow the construction of the proposed 
Poulaphuca and Belgard reservoirs may 
be taken for granted; and it is well to 
realise that the cure of such major defects 
involves heavy outlays and years of delay. 
Meanwhile exhaustive inquiries seem to 
establish the fact that fairly adequate 
water supplies have been available in the 
vicinities of many of the outbreaks which 
the Fire Brigade failed to control. 


ESSENTIAL LINKS 


If such failures arose from avoidable 
delays in detection, in the inability of the 


Brigade instantly to discover the location 


of convenient hydrants, or in their in- 
ability to make the necessary hose connee- 
tions, the remedies for such disabilities 
are capable of immediate application, 


and no consideration of restricting 
expenditure should be allowed to stand 
in their way. While avoiding refer- 


ence to particular instances, as to the 
details of which there is yet 
much unsifted and conflicting evidence, it 
can safely be said that in the cases of 
several recent outbreaks there have been 
serious and unaccountable lapses of time 
between the moment of detection and the 
actual discharge of adequate jets for fire- 
hose nozzles. 

That such delays were contributed to 
by the absence of officials, whose special 


is fully established. It is, indeed, stated 


that, in the case of one destructive oat- 


break, not merely minutes, but hours, 
elapsed before the indispensable official 
arrived on the scene! 


CONFLICTS OF EVIDENCE 


_ Incredible as it may seem to be, there 
is the best authority for the statement 
that such essential human links between 
the Municipal Waterworks Department 
and the Fire Brigade are not normally 
available at Ae wea, ó headquarters. It is 
alleged that failure to provide such vital 
precautions arise purely from considera- 
tions of economy. If that be the true ex- 
planation, it would surely, be difficult to 
find any more striking instance of the 
- penny wise, pound foolish"’ policy. To 
equate an outlay of a few hundreds of 
pounds against the risk of tens ‘of 
thousands of pounds’ worth of propert y— 
to say nothing of human lives—seems 
strange beyond measure ! 

In more than one recent instance con- 
flicts of evidence arose as to the hours at 
which warnings first reached head- 
quarters. In one instance the state. 
ment is made that an  automatie 
fire alarm system — directly connected 
hy wire from the burning building to 
the switchboard at Fire Brigade head- 
quarters—failed to operate until after the 
personal alarm was given. This statement 
is accepted with considerable reserve in 
insurance circles, where the shiliency of 
the apparatus in question (tested -by 
experts a few days prior to the outbreak ) 
is relied upon to justify reduced rates of 


premiums, 


PUBLIC INQUIRY NEEDED 


Such suggestions and suspicions are but 
instances of rumours which are calculated 
in the aggregate seriously to disturb the 
public mind, and—possibly, quite un- 
fairly—to throw doubt upon the 
efficiency of a Fire Brigade the personal 
courage and resourcefulness of whose 
members is a proper subject of civic pride. 
There can be no doubt for the need of 
some such form of open inquiry as would 
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8 ot 
establish! facts, dissipate the many need- 
less suspicions, bui re-establish public 
confidence in the personnel and - 
tion of a vitally important branch of 
municipal service, 

Pending the outcome of such an in- 
quiry, many safegtiards are available for 
commercial and manufacturing under- 
takings and private residences. -Fire ex- 
tinguishers of various descriptions, auto- 
matic -alarm systems, and” automatic 
‘‘sprinkler’’ installations, all ~ have 
their indispensable parts, and should be 
freely adopted. But the “ Hindenbutg 
iine ” of defence must remain in the 
efiective alliance of the Municipal Water- 
works Department and the Fi-> Brigade.

A ‘drowning accident occurred last evening 
at} Bennett's River, Nenagh, when a railway 
fireman, Jolin Scales, lost his life. He leaves 
a wile and one child. He proceeded to the 
river, in. company . with. Michael Fanning, 
another: railway employé, and got in for a 
swim, while Fanning remained on the bank. 
After’swimming a few strokes he disappeared. 

Fanning af once raised an alarm, and in a 
short time Superintendent O’Boyle, with a 
number of Guards, arrived, and dragging 
operations began, which lasted for oyer two 
hours. 

Eventually John Shelly, a 
Dublin. road, dived in and 
brought the body to the bank. 

An inquest was held in the Nenagh Hospital 
by Dr. A. W. Courtney, Coroner. The 
medical evidence showed that death was due 
to heart failure due to shock and immersion 
in very cold water, and a verdict accordingly 
was returned. 

The deceased man was a native of Limerick. 

While bathing near the pier at Rosslare 
Harbour in a very rough sea, Mr. John 
Lambert found it impossible to make his way 
back to the shore against a strong current. 
His signals for help were observed by three 
young men on the beach—Messrs, M. P. 
Cronin, J. G. Maddock, and 8. M. Cruise.

THE GAME OF PITCH- 
AND-TOSS 
eB hihaeia 
TWO SUMMONSES 
DISMISSED 


(BEFORE MR. HANNAN.) 


A large, organised ‘‘school”’ for pitch-and- 
toss in Henrietta lane, Dublin, was 
described during a case in which a man named 
Stewart, residing in Henrietta street, and a 
youth named Murray, of Fleming road, Drum- 
condra, were prosecuted for playing this 
game on Saturday, August órd. 

Guard 75 D said that complaint was made 
to him by residents in the lane of the 
language used by about one hundred men 
who were playing pitch-and-toss there. He 
went to the Bridewell, and returned with 
three other Guards to the lane. Two of them 


went to one end of the lane, and the other 


two to the other. The crowd learned. how. 
ever, that Guards were coming and they 
** stampeded.” 

The witness and the other police succeeded 
in getting the names of seven members of 
the crowd, but most of these were wrong, 
and summonses could not be served.

Answering, the Guard said that the

men’s wives had complained that their 
husbands lost most of thew money there.

He 
admitted that he had given a wrong namo 
and address; the reason was that he had 
never been in court before, and. did not want 
to be brought there on a summons for an 
offence of which he was not guilty. 

e District Justice said that there was 
no evidence that either of the men was play- 
ing the game, and he dismissed the summons.
